Green Lane site closure will save up to £500k a year 


POLICE TO VACATE 
HQ BY YEAR'S END

OFFICERS are set to move 
out of Walsall police station 
by the end of the year, during 
the first phase of closing the 
main town centre base. 

Some teams are poised to relocate 
from the current HQ to the council 
Civic Centre by December with the 
rest to the Bloxwich station by next 
summer. 

West Midlands Police revealed in 2013 it was 
planning to close the Green Lane site in Walsall 
in a bid to save up to £500,000 a year mainte¬ 
nance. It was said then that up to 200 officers 
would relocate to the Darwall Street civic cen¬ 
tre or Bloxwich, with the base in Station Street 
becoming the main headquarters. 

Plans are now pushing ahead with some 
neighbourhood and partnership teams due to 
move by the end of the year in a move which 
will enable them to work even closer with coun¬ 
cil departments. The aim is for the remainder 
of staff to move by next August paving the way 
for the town centre station to permanently 
close. 

The force has already highlighted the im¬ 
portance of working in partnership with other 
organisations such as council staff, health ser¬ 
vices and the likes of Walsall Housing Group in 
dealing with issues and reducing crime. 

Positive 

Chief Supt Jo Clews, from Walsall said: “The 
HQ will move to Bloxwich, optimistically in the 
summer if everything falls into place, however 
that may change. I am optimistic the move to 
the Civic Centre will happen before that. If we 
are really lucky that may be before Christmas. 
It is going to a really positive step. I think it 
is going to have huge amount of benefits, our 
partnerships team are one of the key teams 
that co-ordinate the neighbourhood sector ac¬ 
tivity. 

“There is an amount of work that needs to be 
done at Bloxwich to open up some of the office 
space to take on additional staff.” She added 
that having more staff in one place enables 
greater interaction. 

There were previous plans for a new £13 mil¬ 
lion HQ in the town centre, initially earmarked 
for Hatherton Street, but these were scrapped 
a number of years ago. In other cost-cutting 
measures front desks have closed at some sta¬ 
tions around the Black Country including Wol¬ 
verhampton, Sandwell and Dudley. 

A council review of sites around the borough 
has earmarked the Green Lane site to be suita¬ 
ble for offices once the station is no longer used 
by police.

On top of this, the Lion Bar & Club in Birch- 
ills hosted a full line-up of entertainment in¬ 
cluding Britain’s Got Talent performer Eva 
Iglesias. 

Les Hurst, chairman of Walsall Pride, said 
of this year’s event: “It was the biggest and 
the best, absolutely fantastic.

There were lots of 
families there and lots of people from ethnic 
backgrounds having a great time, which is 
what pride is all about. 

“More than 4,000 people attend on Satur¬ 


day and some of the venues were full to ca¬ 
pacity.

“Sasha from The Voice was absolutely fan¬ 
tastic. Lots of local artists played as well and 
pride has proven to be a great step in the past. 

“Walsall Council flew the pride flag after 
four years of asking which sends a great mes¬ 
sage to the people of Walsall.

REVAMP 

Crossings included 
in £180,000 works 

PEDESTRIAN crossings are being ear¬ 
marked next to Barr Beacon under safety 
improvement plans worth almost £200,000. 

Walsall Council bosses have identified 
new crossing points at Beacon Road, 
Bridle Lane and Pinfold Lane as part of 
a review. There is a heavy flow of traffic 
around the landmark Barr Beacon site and 
work would be expected to cost a total of 
£180,000. 

It has been put forward as a priority 
project by the council subject to securing 
funding.

WALSALL Football Club bosses are 
bracing themselves for a six-figure 
cash boost after landing a ‘wonder¬ 
ful’ cup draw against Premier League 
champions Chelsea. 

Excitement is already building for 
Capital One Cup third round tie at the 
Banks’ Stadium on September 23, fol¬ 
lowing the side’s victory over Brighton 
and Hove Albion last Tuesday. As well 
as picking up the £7,000 prize money 
for reaching the third round for the first 
time in 13 years, the club will pick up 
45 per cent of the ticket sales.

Car wash may be 
told to shut down 

A CAR wash in Willenhall faces being 
closed down amid concerns over noise 
and nuisance. 

Walsall Council is looking to take en¬ 
forcement action against the operation 
at Alvar Business Park in Straight Road, 
claiming it was launched without planning 
permission. A report to the council recom¬ 
mends the washing and valeting of vehi¬ 
cles stop within a month. 

Head of planning David Elsworthy says 
the activities result in ‘noise and nuisance’ 
for nearby residents. “It is considered that 
the operations cause harm to the area.” A 
decision will be made by planners today.

CHILDREN at a Pelsall primary school 
will return to a host of new facilities af¬ 
ter their break, following a £500 cheque 
awarded to refurbish its play area by de¬ 
veloper Walton Homes.

ALMOST 8,000 drivers have been 
fined for breaking the 50mph 
temporary speed limit on the M6 
- but hundreds escaped punish¬ 
ment due to faulty cameras. 

The restrictions have been in place 
between Junction 10a for the M54 and 
junction 13 for Stafford since October 
2013. 

Highways England is carrying out its 
£87.5 million Smart Motorway scheme 
along the stretch to improve safety. 

Between the start of the works and June 
this year, a total of 7,839 drivers have been 
fined for breaking the limit, a Freedom of 
Information request has revealed. 

But it has also emerged that in January, 
February and March this year no fines were 
issued because there were technical issues 
with the average speed check cameras. 

Drivers caught breaking the speed 
limit were given £100 fines, generating 
a whopping £7,839,000. Many will have 
faced further sanctions including penalty 
points, prosecution through the courts and 
requirements to attend speed awareness 
courses. 

Staggering 

A breakdown of the fines given out shows 
huge variations but on average 461 drivers 
were caught per month - around 15 people 
a day. January 2014 was the worst month 
with a staggering 1,046 fixed penalty no¬ 
tices handed out. 

Police stated that faults with the cam¬ 
eras may have also accounted for months 
where there were a low amount of fines 
such as September 2014 when just nine 
were issued. 

A spokeswoman from Staffordshire Po¬ 
lice said: “There will always be some var¬ 
iation in the number of offences detected 
month to month due to variations in vehi¬ 
cle volumes and hows. 

“However some of the larger variations 
are likely to be due to periods when the 
cameras were not operational. 

“This could be due to a number of fac¬ 
tors including maintenance work such as 
relocation of equipment or re-calibration as 
well as technical issues. 

“We do not have any specific records 
in relation to the reasons for operational 
down time.”

Entry to the museum was free al¬ 
though there was a small charge for 
some of the activities which went to 
museum proceeds.

There’s been a great atmosphere 
throughout the day with hundreds 
turning up.

Boys'images 
downloaded 
by man, 54, 
near 7,000 

A MAN gave police a hard drive and 
memory stick containing thousands of 
indecent pictures of young boys after 
discovering that officers had raided his 
home. 

In total Philip Kirk had downloaded 
6,068 still and 773 moving images al¬ 
though they were all categorised as 
being among the least graphic pornog¬ 
raphy, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. The 54-year-old was at work 
when police swooped on the address in 
Cannock Road, Willenhall on March 
21 last year after being tipped off that 
somebody living there had been buying 
DVDs of young boys from Canada, said 
Mark Phillips, prosecuting. 

Officers searched the house and left 
with computer equipment and DVDs 
while arranging for him to attend a local 
police station at a later date for inter¬ 
view during which he handed over the 
items police had not found that con¬ 
tained most of the images featuring boys 
as young as nine. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, ex¬ 
plained: “He gave them around 6000 of 
the images.” Kirk, who had no previous 
convictions and has since moved to Wal¬ 
sall Road, Bridgtown, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of possessing indecent im¬ 
ages of children and four of downloading 
indecent photographs of children. 

The defendant was given a three-year 
community order under supervision and 
ordered to attend the sex offender work 
programme. He was also made the sub¬ 
ject of a 10-year sexual harm prevention 
order by Judge Martin Walsh. 

Community base 
land homes bid 

THE site of a former community base in 
Walsall is being earmarked for residen¬ 
tial use in a bid to regenerate the land. 

Dartmouth House was demolished 
last year after community services were 
moved to a new site situated in New For¬ 
est Road. 

A review of the land in Ryecroft Place 
has been carried out by Walsall Council 
and it is considered suitable for housing 
development. 

Campaigners had tried to save Dart¬ 
mouth House but council bosses said al¬ 
most £300,000 would have been needed 
on repairs and maintenance which were 
unaffordable. 

Councillor Pete Smith said the land 
should be used for bungalows or shel¬ 
tered accommodation to fit in with the 
rest of the area. 

Ring road delays 
for maintenance 

MOTORISTS will face delays on the 
main Walsall Ring Road during main¬ 
tenance works next week. Lane closures 
will be in place between the Arboretum 
junction and Bridgeman Street from 
September 7 to 11. Work will be done 
between 8pm and 6am.

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Chief vows 
to protect 
those most 
vulnerable 

PROTECTING the vulnerable and 
reducing anti-social behaviour are 
among the priorities in Walsall, a new 
police chief has said. 

Chief Superintendent Jo Clews, 
who has recently taken up the role in 
the borough, added tackling violence 
and domestic abuse would be key. 

Her career has also included time 
as a Sergeant in Wolverhampton and 
working within CID. She insisted 
working in partnership with other 
organisations such as Walsall Coun¬ 
cil, health service and likes of Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group was important in 
dealing issues. This involves support 
and helping to determine why some 
criminals offend - which could range 
from substance misuse or struggles of 
getting into work. 

Ch Supt Clews said the focus was 
around protecting the vulnerable 
people in the communities. This in¬ 
cludes protecting them from violence, 
offences such as domestic abuse, to 
ensure the safeguarding of children. 

“A huge priority is to protect the 
vulnerable people in our commu¬ 
nity,” she said. “A lot of that is around 
working with partners, managing of¬ 
fenders trying to divert them away 
from crime.” 

It comes in the light of big funding 
reductions which means West Mid¬ 
lands Police is being forced to make 
cuts in a bid to save tens of millions 
of pounds in the region. It has seen a 
reduction in staffing levels. 

But Ch Supt Clews said: “What we 
are focusing on where is the greatest 
threat, need and vulnerability.” 

Former mayor 
backs hall bid 

A REVAMP of Walsall Town Hall to 
improve facilities and boost bookings 
has been backed by the town’s former 
Mayor who called for improvements. 
Walsall Council chiefs are looking at 
a makeover worth up to £1 million to 
host more major gigs and weddings. 

Councillor Pete Smith raised con¬ 
cerns over the state of the Leicester 
Street building which opened in 1902 
after a concert was hosted by Noddy 
Holder in aid of his charities. 

He said: “Older generation citizens, 
as Noddy quite rightly confirmed, re¬ 
call the days when Walsall Town Hall 
was buzzing every weekend with pop¬ 
ular gigs, shows and concerts. I have 
increased confidence that the coun¬ 
cil’s leadership has the vision to bring 
this about.” 

Travellers move 
onto club land 

TRAVELLERS have set up on land 
near to Walsall Football Club. 

Caravans have moved on to pri¬ 
vately owned land in Bescot Crescent 
as the town continues to be hit by ille¬ 
gal settlements. 


MP hits out at access for assessment 
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The Capita offices in Walsall 


DISABLED people are struggling to 
get into an assessment centre for dis¬ 
ability benefits - with room entranc¬ 
es too narrow for wheelchair users 
and applicants being asked to climb 
stairs, an MP has claimed. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz has 
written to the chief executive of Cap¬ 
ita, Andy Parker, over concerns about 
the Personal Independent Payment 
offices for Capita in Walsall town cen¬ 
tre. She said some rooms at the base 
in Lower Hall Lane were not wide 
enough for disabled people and was 
‘alarmed’ applicants were being asked 


to climb upstairs to get to consulting 
rooms. 

Ms Vaz raised concerns that it 
could be taken as evidence against 
them when making a claim. 

Among her concerns was an access 
ramp at the front of the premises 
which she said was very steep. 

But Capita has claimed it had 
worked with organisations for dis¬ 
abled people to make sure all of its 
centres had ground floor consulting 
rooms and step-free access. 

Ms Vaz said: “A building where PIP 
assessments are undertaken should 


be a model of accessibility, not a chal¬ 
lenge for those who use the building 
most. I hope that Capita will urgently 
address the concerns raised.” 

She said she had sent the letter 
after constituents had told her that 
the disabled access toilet and the en¬ 
trances to the consulting rooms are 
too small for wheelchair users to ac¬ 
cess. She added: “I also understand 
that the access ramp at the front 
of the building is very steep. I was 
alarmed to be told that PIP applicants 
are being asked to climb stairs to con¬ 
sulting rooms.” 


Driver who fell asleep at 
wheel is jailed for year 


A DRIVER who fell asleep at the 
wheel and smashed head-on in to 
an elderly couple’s Mercedes has 
been jailed for a year. 

Brian and Doreen Fox were badly 
hurt when Declan Gibson’s Seat Leon 
ploughed in to them on the main A460 in 
Essington. 

The couple’s nearly-new £8,000 car was writ¬ 
ten off, with 72-year-old Mrs Fox trapped in¬ 
side. Gibson, aged 22, tried to run off but was 
pursued by other motorists who had stopped at 
the scene, Stafford Crown Court heard. 

Gibson, of Waddens Brook Lane, Wednes- 
field, admitted two charges of causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving and was locked up 
for 12 months. 

Judge Michael Chambers QC told him: “You 
knew you were tired, as you told the proba¬ 
tion officer you had stopped for 10 minutes for 
tiredness, but I’m afraid you continued thereby 
taking a significant risk for other road users.” 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said the crash 
happened on November 1 last year, just after 
dark. 

Ulcerated 

Mr Fox, 74, was driving with his wife as pas¬ 
senger when they saw a car come on to their 
side of the road and collide head-on. 

Although hurt, Mr Fox got out and was con¬ 
cerned for the other driver, Gibson, who admit¬ 
ted it was his fault and he had fallen asleep but 
then ran off, the court heard. 

Firemen had to cut Mrs Fox free from the 
wreckage by taking off the door. She suffered 
two cuts to her legs, which later ulcerated, 
and was covered in bruises. Her husband had 
a fractured sternum and breast bone and had 
difficulty breathing. In a victim impact state¬ 
ment, Mrs Fox said the crash had restricted 
her movements significantly and she had to 
have a blood transfusion. She now has no feel¬ 
ing in her upper right leg. Her husband said 
he had been affected psychologically as well as 
physically. 

Mr Neil Gerrity, defending, said Gibson did 
not accept that he had been apprehended by 
members of the public. 

“He immediately admitted responsibility for 
the accident. People did go after him, he re¬ 
turned to the scene, not kicking and screaming, 
he was not under restraint,” Mr Gerrity said. 

“His remorse for what happened, his sorrow 
and guilt at the injuries is genuine.” 


Cricket club hit by vandalism

VANDALS have torn equipment 
apart and daubed it with graffiti 
at a historic cricket club. 

The covers used to protect the 
pitch ahead of bad weather were 
slashed at Walsall Young People’s 
Federation club over the bank hol¬ 
iday weekend. 

Volunteers discovered the dam¬ 
age worth up to £6,000 at the 
ground off the Walsall Arboretum 
Extension on Sunday morning. 

Yobs had daubed the covers 
with writing highlighting an area 


of Walsall, drew a swastika sym¬ 
bol, and ripped the cover which 
had taken the club 15 years to get 
funds to purchase. It is the latest 
attack at Walsall YPF which dates 
back to 1875. Around a decade 
ago its pavilion was targeted in 
an arson attack and needed to be 
rebuilt. The club has two senior 
teams who compete in the Staf¬ 
fordshire Cricket Championship 
and two youth sides. 

Secretary Arshad Nawaz de¬ 
scribed those responsible as the 


‘lowest of the low’. He said: “We 
left the club at 9pm on Saturday, 
we put the covers over the wicket 
to stop the rain getting on there 
for the Sunday game.” 

Mr Nawaz, who has been in¬ 
volved for 25 years said they 
had waited a long time to get the 
equipment and needed funds to 
improve security. We have been 
waiting 15 years to get to the 
stage where we can have covers..” 

Anyone with information is 
urged to call police on 101. 


Solar power bid 
set for refusal 

PLANS for a solar farm are poised to 
be rejected amid concerns over the im¬ 
pact on green belt land. A site at Cot¬ 
tage Farm in Aldridge is earmarked 
for the project but councillors are rec¬ 
ommended to throw it out today. 

A wind turbine was previously 
turned down on the land off Bosty 
Lane and the new proposal is for 
ground mounted solar panels for elec¬ 
tricity production along with associ¬ 
ated equipment. Inland Waterways 
have raised objections to the applica¬ 
tion over the visual impact next to the 
Daw End branch canal. 

Health issues 
on the agenda 

RESIDENTS can find out more about 
health issues during an AGM being 
held today. The Walsall NHS Clinical 
Commissioning Group are hosting the 
event at the town hall. The CCG is re¬ 
sponsible for commissioning hospital, 
community and mental health servic¬ 
es for the people of Walsall. 

They are also responsible for mon¬ 
itoring how well these services are 
provided. Dr Amrik Gill, chairman at 
NHS Walsall CCG, said: “I’d like to in¬ 
vite local people to come along to our 
AGM and find out more about health 
services in Walsall.” 

Darlaston club 
revamp agreed 

A REVAMP of an historic non-league 
football club’s ground in Walsall is 
poised to go-ahead despite objections. 

Stands to cater for up to 200 spec¬ 
tators are being planned at the new 
home of Darlaston Town (1874). 

The club was formed last year after 
the collapse of the 141-year-old Dar¬ 
laston Town and now plays at Bentley 
Leisure Pavilion. Bosses have long¬ 
term plans to build four stands at the 
site in Bentley Road North and lodged 
an application with Walsall Council. 

Warning on pets 
getting sunburn 

A LEADING vets group has warned 
pet owners of the dangers of too much 
sun for their animals. White Cross 
Vets which practices in Bloxwich, say 
sporadic summer weather poses a risk 
to sunburn and heatstroke. 

There is still a risk of sunny spells 
and specially formulated sun cream 
may be needed for pets with fair skin 
or very thin coats. Practices have al¬ 
ready treated a number of pets this 
year that have been over exposed to 
both the sun and excess heat.

Tips may open more to tackle dumping 


TIPS could soon be open all week 
in Walsall due a rise in fly-tipping 
across the borough. Walsall Council 
is looking at working with a private 
firm to offer services seven days a 
week at Aldridge and Bloxwich. 

It comes after hours were scaled 
back at the sites due to budget cuts, 
with Aldridge closed Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays and Bloxwich Thurs¬ 
days and Fridays. Shorter opening 


hours from 9am to 5pm rather than 
8am to 7pm were also introduced 
earlier this year under the cost-cut- 
ting measures. 

The news comes as it emerged 
fly-tipping cost the council almost 
£240,000 in 12 months - a rise of 
£30,000 from the previous year. 

Council leader Mike Bird said not 
having the tips open had impacted 
on fly-tipping. “There is no doubt it 


has,” he said. “One of the reasons I 
believe is because we are closing tips 
two days a week. We are looking to 
re-tender at the end of the year and 
within that tender discussion will be 
the option to look at opening seven 
days.” 

When the changes to opening days 
and times were introduced in the 
spring, there were regular queues 
building outside the site in Bloxwich. 


Some people were said have been 
waiting up to 30 minutes to deposit 
their rubbish. 

Latest figures show there were 
more than 3,300 reports of fly-tip- 
ping during 2014/15. The cost to the 
council of dealing with such sites was 
£239,396, compared to £206,311 in 
2013/14. Notorious hotspots include 
Goscote Lodge Crescent and Slacky 
Lane. 


Market is less than 
75 per cent capacity

MORE than a quarter of 
stalls are empty at Walsall’s 
historic town centre pitch, 
it has emerged. 

An average of just 72 per 
cent of stalls were taken at the 
84-space market, which is due 
to get a £1.75 million revamp 
over a 12-month period. 

At the council-run site in Blox¬ 
wich the average uptake of stalls 
between 2014-15 was even lower at 
just 63 per cent with Willenhall the 
best performing at 78. 

Despite this, Walsall Council says 
there has been an improvement on 
the number of lettings at both Wal¬ 
sall and Bloxwich, with Willenhall 
remaining the same. It is hoped the 
arrival of Primark, along with plans 
for the new-look pitch, will bring in 
traders to the town centre. 

Tony Larner, chairman of the 
Walsall Market Trader’s Associa¬ 
tion, said: “With it being split in half 
it has caused a lot of problems. A lot 
of people have gone out of business 
or had to gets jobs because of the 
movement of stalls. 

Different 

“Some are £300-400 down on cer¬ 
tain days. You can move 30 to 40 
yards and lose 50 per cent of your 
customers.” 

Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“There has been a lot of disruption 
while the construction of Primark 
was going on. We hope the market 
will continue to grow. Markets al¬ 
ways attract footfall, but we have 
got to attract different products. We 
have got to attract different novelty 
ideas.” 

Figures show the average uptake 
of stalls at Walsall was 68 per cent 
in 2013/14 and 72 per cent during 
the last financial year. 

The three-day-a-week Willenhall 
Market which varies from 31 to 65 
stalls a day had an uptake of 78 per 
cent in both of the last two years. 
Bloxwich with 41 spaces had an 
average of 63 per cent lettings com¬ 
pared to 58 in 203/14. Under the 
planned revamp, the market will be 
downsized to 70 stalls.

Landmark 
church site 
earmarked 
in pub plan 

THE site of a landmark former 
church on a key gateway into Walsall 
town centre has been earmarked for a 
pub or shop. 

The Grade Il-listed Mellish Road 
Church was pulled down in 2011 after 
standing empty for decades. 

The now derelict site sits on the 
junction of Lichfield Street and Butts 
Road, on a main route in and out of 
the town centre. 

An outline plan for a three-storey 
building to used for a doctor and den¬ 
tist practice on the ground floor and a 
38-bed care home on the first and sec¬ 
ond floors had been put forward. But 
such a scheme has not progressed and 
the land left standing empty. 

A review by Walsall Council into 
the use of the land has now put for¬ 
ward suggestions for future use, with 
homes also put forward as an option. 

A councillor has insisted he doesn’t 
think shops or a pub would be appro¬ 
priate or welcomed in the community. 

A report to the council into poten¬ 
tial development states: “Town cen¬ 
tre use such as convenience retail or 
a pub if any issues over access could 
be overcome. The site may be suitable 
for residential as it is set back from 
the main road. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif said: 
“I am not sure whether retail would 
be appropriate for that site in both 
location and parking. I don’t think 
the residents would be too happy. 
This is a prime entrance into Walsall 
whether we would want to put retail 
there I don’t know. We want to bring 
a key architectural building into use.” 

Service to mark 
Queen's record 

A SPECIAL service will be held at a 
church in Walsall next week in cel¬ 
ebration of The Queen’s soon to be 
historic record as the longest reigning 
British monarch. 

It will be held at St Matthews 
Church on Wednesday. 

In attendance will be the Mayor of 
Walsall, Councillor Angela Underhill 
and the Deputy Lieutenant, Professor 
Rashid Gatrad. 

At around 5.30pm The Queen will 
surpass the record set by Queen Vic¬ 
toria who reigned for 23,226 days, 
16 hours and 23 minutes according 
to calculations made by Buckingham 
Palace. The Queen has already be¬ 
come a record breaker when in De¬ 
cember 2007 she became the longest 
living British monarch overtaking 
Victoria who died when she was 81.

Dennis Marshman got in touch 
after recognising the snap last week, 
which was taken from the 1950s and 
features 14 of his teammates although 
he is not on the picture himself. 

The 79-year-old from The Crescent 
in Great Wyrley said it was both a 
shock and a pleasure to see the photo¬ 
graph in the paper which harked back 
to a bygone era more than five dec¬ 


ades ago. “My son brought it around 
and said ‘dad have you got an idea 
about any of these people?’ he said. 
“I never thought I would hear about 
it again. We formed around 1950 and 
in 1953 we won the second division of 
the Birmingham League. We used to 
ride against all of the other counties, 
Sussex and from Middlesex. 

“We had a match in Pelsall and 
they only allowed three of us to rise, 
me, Dom Bird and Alan Wright. 

“But we won the match and the 
league so I was happy to be picked for 
that. There was quite a lot of interest 


in us in those days, Sunday afternoon 
there was quite a crowd of people. 

“We used to get sponsored by the 
local bike shop which would give us 
the spokes for our bikes and other 
bits and bobs. It was a very big thing 
around Birmingham.” 

Mr Marshman rode with the Pi¬ 
rates for just over four years before 
the club finished and he had a sea¬ 
son with the Birmingham Lions. For 
much of his life he has been a miner 
and at one time worked down in the 
Wyrley pit number three with team¬ 
mate Dom Bird and other riders. 


Retirement home put 
in special measures 


A RETIREMENT home in Walsall has 
been rated inadequate and placed 
in special measures after health in¬ 
spectors found a string of failings 
which left residents at risk of harm. 

Hilton Rose Retirement Home, in 
Broadway North, used staff who had not 
been properly vetted, and did not provide 
residents with required medicines. 

Also, hygiene issues highlighted unclean 
communal areas and some areas which smelled 
of urine, a new report has revealed. 

Inspectors from the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion also found insufficient staffing levels, care 
plans not updated and residents not protected 
from abuse. 

Call bells were left out of residents’ reach and 
inspectors found inadequate risk assessments 
and people being supported to move in ways 
which could cause injury. The health watchdog 
has now warned that if improvements are not 
made within the next six months it could lead 
to the business being closed down. 

The report said: “People were not protected 
by the provider from potential abuse. Staff 
were not always sufficiently vetted for the roles 
they were working in to ensure their suitability 
to support the people living at Hilton Rose. 

Compromised 

“One person was working in the home with¬ 
out any ID or background checks having been 
completed and without evidence that they were 
qualified to complete the role they were carry¬ 
ing out. Another person had insufficient ID and 
background checks completed.” 

The inspectors also said people’s privacy 
and dignity was being ‘compromised’ as people 
were using toilets with the doors left open and 
were left with aprons on and food down them 
for lengthy periods of time. 

Medicines audits had failed to identify er¬ 
rors such as missed medicines and inaccurate 
record keeping. The report said: “The overall 
rating for this provider is inadequate. Services 
placed in special measures will be inspected 
again within six months. If insufficient im¬ 
provements have been made, we will take ac¬ 
tion in line with our enforcement procedures 
to begin the process of preventing the provider 
from operating the service.” 

Director Helen Hampton-Cornforth said: 
“Everything is being put in place to put 
everything right so we can get a different rat¬ 
ing next time when they come back.”

Derelict site is 
backed for pub 

A DERELICT former pub site in Blox- 
wich should be used again for a drink¬ 
ing hole, according to a council review. 

The land of the old Butler’s Arms 
at the junction of Bloxwich Road and 
Harden Road is also recommended as 
suitable for mixed use. Previous plans 
for retail units, apartments and sup¬ 
ported living were thrown out by the 
council amid layout and privacy fears. 

A site allocation document prepared 
by Walsall Council says the re-opening 
of a pub would be welcomed. 

The old building was demolished 
years ago. 

Tongue tie help 
with new service 

A NEW nurse-led service has been set 
up for babies with tongue tie problems 
at a Black Country hospital. 

It has been launched by Lindsey 
Perry and colleagues at Walsall Manor 
to help reduce waiting times. 

Some babies are born with a tight 
piece of skin between the underside 
of their tongue and the floor of their 
mouth, known as ‘tongue tie’ and it 
can affect feeding. 

A baby can be assessed by a health 
professional and if their feeding is af¬ 
fected they can be seen in the nurse- 
led service for tongue tie release. 

Crackdown on 
cabbies in town 

TWO taxi drivers had their licence re¬ 
voked and others were cautioned after 
a council crackdown in Walsall. En¬ 
forcement action was taken against 
more than half-a-dozen taxi drivers in 
the borough over two months. 

Walsall Council revoked the licence 
of a driver with nine penalty points 
and another failing to reveal their 
criminal convictions. The cases were 
taken before the council’s licensing 
committee which deals with matters 
raised through the enforcement team. 

Transfers within 15 
minutes in decline 

THE number of patients being trans¬ 
ferred from ambulance to Walsall 
Manor hospital inside 15 minutes has 
reduced, according to latest figures 
released. 

A total of 73 per cent of people were 
handed over to the emergency depart¬ 
ment at the town’s hospital in the 
quarter-of-an-hour timescale for the 
month of July. 

This compared to 76 per cent in 
June, a report to Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust has shown. 

Venue opens up 

A NEW entertainment venue for em¬ 
erging performers has opened in place 
of a former nightclub in Walsall town 
centre. The MPV venue, run through 
the Multi-Media Arts Project Limited, 
has been launched in Intown where 
the old 5th Night Club was based, for 
live music, comedy and cabaret.

Forget Hollywood, filming for 
a new horror movie has been 
taking place across the area.

FROM a former Olympic athlete to 
teachers - around 100 volunteers 
have been helping to shoot a hor¬ 
ror movie using some of the most 
recognisable sights of the Black 
Country as a backdrop. 

Sites across Walsall and West Brom¬ 
wich have been used for The House of 
Screaming Death which is expected to 
be released next year. The cast includes 
Richard Buck who was part of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 games squad in the 400 metres 
and a range of emerging actors from 
around the region. 

Over the last month the production team 
have been taking advantage of the spooky 
atmosphere and creaking floorboards to film 
from the landmark West Bromwich Manor 
House in Hall Green Road. 

They have also been at locations across Wal¬ 
sall such as Park Lime Pits and St Michael the 
Archangel in Rushall, along with Aston Manor 
Road Transport Museum in Aldridge. 

Summer 

Filming has included getting together 30 
cast members, 30 people in the crew and up 
to 30 extras, with the cameras rolling for up to 
12 hours a day. 

The story involves four different tales rang¬ 
ing from 15 to 45 minutes long and the aim is 
to show the movie at festivals and at venues in 
the Black Country next summer. 

Talented Walsall duo Dave Hastings, aged 
32, a media lecturer at Stafford College and 50 
year-old Kaushy Patel, a teacher from Pleck, 
who last year won the Best British Film cate¬ 
gory at The London Film Awards for Checking 
In are amongst the production team. 

Other directors are Troy Dennison, 47, from 
Cannock, teacher Bekki Harris-Smith, 32 from 


Walsall and make-up artist Alex Bourne, 27, 
from Stone Cross. 

The storylines include an adaptation of the 
ghostly Lady in Grey, Witch in the Mirror, The 
Vampire set in the late 1800s and Diabolique 
about demons and ritual sacrifice. 

Thanks to the hard work and generosity of 
volunteers they have been able to get the cam¬ 
era rolling. 

Among the cast and one of the few to come 
from further afield is Richard Buck, originally 
from Lincolnshire, who has retired from 400 
metres sprinting to go back to acting which he 
enjoyed as a youngster. 

The 28 year-old has swapped the track for 
stage boards and is due to do a master’s degree 
course at Birmingham School of Acting from 
September. 

He said: “I couldn’t resist the call to come 
back to it. 


“Everyone thinks it is a massive change. 

“But I am trying to perform on cue and I 
still have to to walk into the room and audi¬ 
tion, it is like going into the qualifiers. 

“Sport came along and I had almost imme¬ 
diate success. 

“You kind of follow that and I am glad I did 
it, I have had some fantastic experiences.

“It is that mental preparation that has re¬ 
ally helped me come across to acting.” 

Director Troy said there had been a great 
response from everyone involved. 

“We have had such real positive feedback, 
people happy to be here. 

“We have had a lot of goodwill, it really is a 
community kind of thing. 

“We are keeping it all as local as possible, 
local talent, local crew.”

Dave said it was an opportunity for emerg¬ 
ing talent to showcase what they can do in the 
acting world. 

He said: “We have all these locations, have 
all these people here, fantastic actors and they 
keep getting glossed over. 

Bekki added they were pleased to have been 
able to use the Manor House and work with 
lots of people from the area. “It is one of the 
haunting places in Britain. 

“We have gone for as many local actors and 
crew members as we can.”

Relief after embankment is cleared up

A DUMPING ground for mattresses, 
fridges and furniture off the M6 has 
been cleaned up - much to the relief of 
residents and councillors. 

An embankment in New Invention, 
Willenhall has been a regular target 
for fly-tippers over the years. 

And now, following calls for action 
over the site, Councillor Ian Shires has 
worked with the Highways Agency to 
get the land off the alleyway between 
Lichfield Road and Broadmeadows 
Close cleared up. Councillor Shires 
said the whole community was de¬ 
lighted it has been carried out. 

“I am very pleased as it changes the 


profile of the area, there is nothing 
worse than walking down an alleyway 
and seeing it,” he said. 

“It was an absolute eyesore, we were 
getting complaints about it. There was 
all sorts, mattresses you name it, all 
that has been cleared up. There were 
dozens of items, there was an accumu¬ 
lation of things like bits of furniture, a 
family fridge. These are not travellers, 
these are local people who are just rub¬ 
bishing their own area.” 

It had been dumped not far from 
the bridge off the main Lichfield Road 
route. It comes following a spate of is¬ 
sues with waste left across Walsall. 


Wooden pallets, household rubbish 
and building waste was also recently 
dumped in a country lane in Aldridge. 

It also recently emerged large bins 
could be provided on traveller-hit 
sites in the borough to save the cash- 
strapped council tens of thousands of 
pounds in clear-up costs. 

Walsall Council is looking at the op¬ 
tion of placing the large wheeled bins, 
known as euro bins, on illegal camp 
sites to encourage occupants not to 
dump mess. Travellers have already 
cost the cash-strapped council more 
than £15,000 this year in clean-ups 
and managing the sites.

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Terrace takeover on the 
menu for entrepreneurs

THE owners of a former res¬ 
taurant in Brownhills are 
inviting would-be entrepre¬ 
neurs to take over the build¬ 
ing. 

The Terrace closed down 18 
months ago and the silver service 
restaurant was bought by SEP 
Properties back in March. 

Bosses revealed that it is ‘sitting 
empty’ on the company’s books. 

However, they are now inviting 
business owners and entrepreneurs to 
submit ideas for the site. 

SEP also owns the former Pied 
Piper pub in Cannock and is looking 
to do the same with that building. 

Raj Patel, from SEP Properties, 
confirmed the restaurant on Watling 
Street and the pub on Pye Green Road 
‘could be anything’ and the firm would 
welcome business ideas for the venues. 

Portfolio 

He said: “There are no plans for ei¬ 
ther site at the moment, we are still 
testing the water. 

“They are both currently sitting on 
our portfolio as empty properties. 

“We buy properties and rent them 
out we don’t run the businesses, so 
they could be anything, we are open to 
suggestions.” 

Mr Patel added: “We would look at 
any interested parties and offers to see 
if they are viable as a business. 

“Anyone who wants to approach us 
with an opportunity for either site, is 
welcome to and we will consider it. 

“The sites are on the market as a 
business opportunity, but it does not 
have to be a pub or restaurant.” 

The popular, long-standing restau¬ 
rant closed suddenly in February last 
year having operated under the name 
The Terrace since the 1980s. 

Thieves ransacked the site eight 
months after it shut its doors, stealing 
property and causing damage total¬ 


ling £100,000. At a Wolverhampton 
Crown Court hearing in March it was 
heard police discovered a scene of de¬ 
struction inside the restaurant where 
catering equipment, alcohol and other 
items had been stolen and extensive 
damage caused by the attempted re¬ 
moval of water pipes. 

And when the restaurant closed 
it was reported some customers had 
been left with unspent gift vouchers. 

While others were reportedly forced 
to scramble around to find alternative 
venues for special events at short no¬ 


tice. The Marston’s owned Pied Piper 
pub has been at the centre of a row for 
over a year, after locals fought to keep 
the pub as a community asset. 

It comes after Marston’s had agreed 
in principle to sell The Pied Piper to 
developers HB Villages, which wanted 
to replace the building with 16 new 
flats for young adults with learning 
difficulties. 

But the plans were turned down by 
Cannock Chase Council’s planning 
committee last year.

COUNCIL bosses have said 
that they are willing to meet 
with the family who claimed 
they were threatened with 
prison if they did not send 
their children to school. 

Tracy Foster, aged 44, and hus¬ 
band Paul, 47, from Great Barr, 
who have nine children, claim 
they were told to‘drag’ their chil¬ 
dren into class by Walsall Council. 

The Fosters were summoned to an 
education attendance panel hearing 
by Walsall Council in June after two 
of their children, Faith, 15, and Lenny, 
12, each missed 15 days off school 


last year because of illness. As well 
as Faith and Lenny the couple have 
Freddy, two, William, three, Stanley, 
six, April, seven, Eily, 10, Grace, 16, 
and 18-year-old Stephen. 

They were told the absences meant 
they were failing in their legal duty 
to ensure their children regularly 
attended Barr Beacon School in 
Aldridge. 

Discuss 

Councillor Chris Towe, Walsall 
Council’s portfolio holder for learning, 
insisted the council would be more 
than willing to meet with the family to 
discuss matters further. 

He said: “We want to work in part¬ 


nership with the family. We have of¬ 
fered to meet with them during the 
summer holidays. We will support any 
parent who has an ill child, we totally 
understand that children can be ill 
from time to time just like adults. 

“The family may believe they are 
being discriminated against because 
they have a large family but it is noth¬ 
ing to do with that. It is the law that a 
child should attend school 90 per cent 
of the time and us as councillors have a 
duty to make sure they do go to school 
and receive an education. 

“By not going to school their life 
chances will be diminished, and we 
don’t want that to happen - we want 
them to get the best possible start.”

has been empty for several 
years. 

The firm said a feasibil¬ 
ity study is to be carried 
out into its future use.

RAF Cosford put on a treat for 
veterans who were armed with 
a very different weapon of war - 
the camera. 

Photography has changed hugely 
since the negative development pro¬ 
cess was invented in 1835 by William 
Fox Talbot. 

And as photography has developed, its 
use by Britain’s Armed Forces has also 
changed. 

Ernest Brooks pioneered the use of pho¬ 
tography as a tool in the First World War. 
He was the first official photographer to 
be appointed by the British military, and 
produced several thousand images between 
1915 and 1918, more than a tenth of all 
British official photographs taken during 
the war. 

In 1915 the first military photography 
school was opened, when The Royal Flying 
Corps School of Photography was estab¬ 
lished at South Farnborough. 

And 100 years later the work continues at

the Defence School of Photography (DSOP), 
based at RAF Cosford, which put on a dis¬ 
play to celebrate the centenary of that first 
photography school. 

The Cosford exhibition wasn’t open to the 
public, being put on solely for the benefit 
of ex-service personnel who had worked as 
photographers in the Army, Navy or RAF. 

Visitors 

It was also a chance for current trainees 
to learn about the history of military pho¬ 
tography. 

The exhibition included a recreation 
of an Army photographic unit from 1942, 
complete with two men dressed in period 
uniforms and a Willys Jeep. 

Visitors were also able to tour the train¬ 
ing facility and see all the rooms where the 
trainees are instructed, including a room 


set-up like a police crime scene. Military 
photographers are often called to lend their 
specialist photographic knowledge to help 
the police. 

A ‘Centenary Room’ had a timeline show¬ 
ing significant historical events in both ci¬ 
vilian and military photography. That room 
also housed historical items, including the 
camera used by prisoners involved in the 
mass escape from Stalag Luft III in March 
1943 - as dramatised in the film The Great 
Escape. 

Another display case held a collection of 
Weston exposure meters, an essential for 
any photographer in the days before cam¬ 
eras became adept at measuring light. 

The company was founded by Edward 
Weston, born In Oswestry in 1850 and the 
collection belongs to Malcolm Price, from 
Kinver. Malcolm, 70, said: “It wasn’t until 
I researched the history that I realised he 
was a local man. 

He said: “I started my collection of for 
two reasons, firstly because I still use the 
meters and secondly, I wanted to show the 


link between Weston meters and the local 
area.” 

Stacey Mellor, the visits and engagement 
officer for RAF Cosford, said: “As well as 
celebrating the unit’s centenary, we are 
also celebrating 50 years of the DSOP being 
here at Cosford.” 

About 400 ex-servicemen attended the 
event over two days, concluding with a gala 
dinner on the Saturday. Since its inception 
a year after the start of World War One, 
the Armed Forces photographic unit has 
trained about 51,000 photographers. 

The DSOP in Cosford instructs members 
of all three forces, trains 700 each year and 
divides its training into two streams. The 
first stream is for those seeking to be ded¬ 
icated photographers in the armed forces 
and they are trained on a professional-level 
28 week course. 

The other stream is for those soldiers, 
sailors and airmen who need to use pho¬ 
tography in addition to performing their 
regular military role - and those courses 
last from four days to three weeks.

A tale of two cities loaded with 
poetry, prose and the Plimsoll line 


THERE are no Hard Times in 
this tale of two cities. But what 
a Dickens of a history lesson we 
had. 

Bristol and Bath are just 12 miles apart 
and both are steeped in heritage - and fasci¬ 
nating literary connections. The former can 
lay claim to Robert Southey, a close friend 
of Wordsworth and Coleridge and who later 
become Poet Laureate. Coleridge himself 
launched the Watchman magazine in the 
city in 1795. 

Child genius Thomas Chatterton, who 
died at the age of 17, was born in the city, 
which is also home to award-winning writer 
and poet Helen Dunmore. 

More famous links are those of Robert 
Louis Stevenson and Daniel Defoe. Legend 
has it that Defoe based Robinson Crusoe 
on Alexander Selkirk, whom he met in the

Llandoger Trow in King Street. The Hole in 
the Wall pub, in Queens Square, reputedly 
forms the basis of the Spyglass pub in Rob¬ 
inson’s Treasure Island. Both feature in a 
list of hidden treasures, created by Mercure 
and Blue Badge tourism guides. 

Jane Austen, a one-time resident of 
neighbouring Bath, spent time in Bristol 
and is believed to have stayed in Clifton. 

But Bristol is also famed for other key 
maritime and engineering achievements. 
Italian explorer John Cabot is honoured 
with a statute. He settled in Bristol in 1840, 
and seven years later discovered Newfound¬ 
land. SS Brunei was the world’s longest 
passenger liner from 1845-54 and is now a 
leading visitor attraction and museum ship. 

Samuel Plimsoll, inventor of the ship 
loading line which bears his name, is an¬ 


other famous Bristolian. Concorde, the mo¬ 
torbike and sidecar - and even lead shot, 
originated in Bristol, as did Schweppes and 
Harvey’s Bristol Cream. Chocolatier Joseph 
Fry opened his first shop in the city in 1756. 

Wallace & Gromit maybe famous Bristol 
creations, but did you know that Deal or No 
Deal, Casualty and Shoestring - even Only 
Fools and Horses were all filmed there. 

All this and more my partner and I dis¬ 
covered when we stayed at the Mercure 
Bristol Holland House Hotel, welcoming 
accommodation in the centre of a vibrant 
and clean city. 

A recent transformation has seen its 
275 rooms and public spaces renovated, 
all giving a nod to the city’s industrial and 
sea-faring heritage. It also boasts 12 confer¬ 
ence rooms, a spa and 14 treatment rooms. 

We were also treated to Flavours From 
the Cellar, a wine concept launched by 


Saturday Kitchen’s Susie Barry and Peter 
Richards. Their offerings feature across 72 
of the chain’s hotels alongside other locally 
selected wines. 

The city offers so much to do, from the 
oldest established market, St Nicholas, 
which dates to 1873, the mall at Cribbs 
Causeway, housing 135 top stores, and the 
Avon Valley Railway nostalgia steam train. 

The next day, we headed to Bath, where 
its own literary connections should not be 
under-estimated. Austen aside, Franken¬ 
stein author Mary Shelley and her husband 
Percy Bysshe Shelley lodged there, Tobias 
Smollett penned part of his Expedition of 
Humphrey Clinker in the city and Dickens 
set part of Pickwick Papers there. Author 
Jacqueline Wilson was also born in Bath. 

We finished the weekend at Bath races 
where, a jockey named Hardy - Cam Hardie 
- to be precise, scored a double.

Mew adaptation hopes 
to be a novel success 


H ere’s a fact that may make 
some of those reading this 
article feel a little old - it’s 22 
years since Ken Russell’s adaptation 
of DH Lawrence’s controversial novel 
hit our TV screens. 

Back then, the sight of Sean Bean’s 
nether regions as he ran through the 
woods while chasing a naked Joely 
Richardson raised eyebrows and 
temperatures - and those who have 
seen the latest version of the tale 
claim it’s all set to shock a new 
generation too. 

Yes, even in an age where almost 
anything can be depicted on screen - 
or at least in Game of Thrones 
anyway - some people can still be 
surprised by what appears on a TV 
screen in the 21st century. 

However, Richard Madden, who 
also stars in the aforementioned 
adaptations of author George RR 
Martin’s work, is quick to allay any 
fears that this take is nothing but a 
long, sordid romp. 

“Come on guys, we’ve got Google,” 
he laughs. ‘There’s nothing that’s 
going to shock us that we’re going to 


do in Lady Chatterley’s Lover, is 
there? 

‘All that stigma, all that smut’s gone 
and it’s actually just about these three 
people, which is the fascinating story 
of it. There’s sex and passion in it, but 
we’re not going to shock people like 
the book did.” 

The original novel was published in 
an abridged form in Britain in 1932; it 
took another 28 years before a full, 
unexpurgated version hit shelves, 
leading to an infamous obscenity trial 
involving Penguin Books. The 
publisher was found innocent, and the 
novel has remained in circulation ever 
since. 

The three people mentioned by 
Madden are Oliver Mellors, the 
gamekeeper he himself plays, and his 
employers - Sir Clifford Chatterley and 
his wife, Lady Constance. 

The Chatterleys are happily married 
until Sir Clifford returns from the First 
World War. Left impotent and 
wheelchair-bound by wounds suffered 
on the front line, he is a shadow of the 
dashing aristocrat he once was. As he 
becomes increasingly distant, 


Constance finds herself becoming 
drawn to the brooding and lonely 
Mellors. 

In 1920s Britain, the idea of a 
servant cavorting with a member of 
the upper classes was shocking, 
scandalous and could end with them 
both being ostracised by their peers. 
Nevertheless, Mellors and Constance 
embark on an affair. 

Sir Clifford begins to suspect 
something is going on, and despite 
his disabilities, it’s clear his vengeance 
will be ruthless if the truth comes out. 

Playing the Chatterleys are James 
Norton and Holliday Grainger, but it’s 
Madden who is gaining the most 
attention from his participation in the 
project. 

The trailer shows him bare-chested, 
and some observers have suggested 
the role could do for his career what 
Poldark has done for Aidan Turner’s. 

The screenplay has been penned 
by Jed Mercurio, whose previous 
credits include Bodies, Cardiac Arrest, 
The Grimleys and Line of Duty. A 
novelist himself, it would appear that 
Lawrence’s work is in safe hands.

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Wagon that sets the pace

It’s a little disappointing when a 
car you’ve booked for a media 
test is delayed. But these things 
happen and so it did with my 
booking of the all road estate the 
SEAT Leon X-PERIENCE which 
had been bumped by the previ¬ 
ous journo driving it. 

However the very helpful press office 
sent me a replacement to ‘fill the gap’ 
another Leon ST wagon - but a very 
different car indeed under the bonnet! 

It was the Leon ST Cupra - indeed a car 
that combines the space of a wagon (like 
the X-PERIENCE) but with simply superb 
pace. It’s the fastest car SEAT has ever 
made. You can get hot estates that hold 
more behind but you simply won’t get a 
more thrilling drive. 



That’s all down to the 280bhp in the 2.0 
litre engine which can propel you from 
0-62mph in just 6.1 seconds and can (on 
German autobahns where it’s legal) reach 
155mph. 

OK economy may not be staggering - you 
can get just over 42 mpg in a combined 
cycle - and C02 emissions may not please 
environmentalists at 157 g/km but what the 
heck when you can get a family load lugger 
that makes you positively beam when out 
on the road. You can’t say that about many 
estates. 

So just what do you get? For a start there’s 
587 litres of luggage space that expands to a 
massive (for this car anyway) 1,470 with the 
rear seats down. 

The finish is smart, refined and classy with 
good quality finish and well laid out. There’s 
Alcantara trim on the supportive sports 
seats, piano-style black gloss on the dash¬ 
board and contrasting leather strips to the 
doors. And it all feels very well built. 

Impressive practicality with 587-litre boot, 
rising to 1,410 litres with seats folded using 
Easy Rear Seat-back Release Mechanism, 
plus chrome loading sill and double boot 
floor design 

There’s generous standard equipment 
including: air conditioning, remote central 
locking, SEAT Easy Connect five-inch touch¬ 
screen media system, including Bluetooth 
phone preparation and media streaming, SD 
card slot, AUX-in and USB ports and steering 
wheel controls. On the safety front the list in¬ 
cludes multi-collision brake, lane assist and 
tiredness recognition. 

And now we come to the all-important 
drive. Apart from the fact it is extremely 
quick, it is also very responsive. My com¬ 
mute into work on winding B roads was pure

pleasure, something that’s not always the 
case mainly due to the condition of the 
surfaces. But the chassis in the Cupra is 
excellent and absorbed most of the jarring 
usually caused by the numerous potholes 
along the way. It is also a a comfortable 
cruiser along the motorways. 

On top of all that it is a handsome look¬ 
ing car attracting admiring looks and also 
approved by my much-loved dog who lets 
me know in no uncertain way if he doesn’t 
like the ride by the indignant looks as he 
imperiously exits a vehicle. 


I had the six-speed manual version 
which costs £29,205. Added to that was an 
upgraded navigation system for £680 and 
was worth every penny, while the £505 ex¬ 
tra of the orange line finish which included 
orange alloy wheels, door mirrors, tailgate 
lettering, front grille surround were, to me, 
just a little bit tacky. 

A leather pack which included leather 
bolsters and winter treats such as heated 
front seats and headlight washer system 
added a further £1,055.

Mazda2, 
small but 
perfectly 
made-up

There are plenty of superminis around and 
most of them are jolly good. If you need a 
small, nimble car to get around town and also 
to take on longer journeys in comfort, then 
the supermini for you could very well be the 
Mazda2. 

It’s good looking, well equipped, spacious and so¬ 
phisticated. And the price tag won’t make you do a 
double take. 

Mazda2 is also an award-winner having taken this year’s 
Car of the Year in the annual Car Dealer Power Awards, the 
leading motor trade title’s awards decided by votes from UK 
car dealers, who choose the best manufacturer, models and 
suppliers they deal with. 

It combines Mazda’s unique SKYACTIV technology with 
its KODO: Soul of Motion design philosophy which brings 
new levels of technical sophistication, active safety and 
driving pleasure to the supermini sector. Now that sentence 
may sound like PR speak but it’s what I actually believe. 

There’s a choice of 11 petrol and four diesel engines 
in the line-up with its signature wing front grille, predatory 
headlamp styling and muscular cab-rearward styling. 

It has a chiseled exterior and a swish interior with more 
space and a bigger boot than before - all down to an 80mm 
increase in wheelbase. The deep boot is surprisingly spa¬ 
cious with 280 litres or 960 with the rear seats down. There is 
just about enough space to get five people in but not really 
for long journeys - but superminis aren’t really meant for 
people carrying! 

A plus compared to some of the opposition, and it may 
seem trifling but does make for better comfort, is that there’s 
a large glovebox and pockets on the doors will hold large 
bottles. Even in bigger cars it is often difficult to get a small 
water bottle securely stowed. Another small touch, but little 
things can make all the difference, are the soft leather cov¬ 
ers on the steering wheel and gearlever which add to the 
upmarket feel. 

The dashboard is smart and neat with the large speed¬ 
ometer having digital readouts for the rev counter and trip 
computer alongside. Plus there’s a first in the B-segment 
for the first time with a head-up display which displays your 
speed on the windscreen - so no excuse for getting speed¬ 
ing tickets. There’s an easy to use “multimedia commander” 
between the front seats which enables the driver to control 
the seven-inch touch screen display system. 

Improved 

DAB radio features for the first time in the Mazda2 and, in 
SE-L Nav and Sport Nav grades, a new navigation system 
offers improved search features and three years of free map 
updates. Mazda’s in-car connectivity system works with 
compatible iPhone and Android smartphones to access a 
variety of free mobile content via Aha™, a cloud platform- 
based service which features thousands of stations, person¬ 
alised, location-based services and both Twitter and Face- 
book audio feeds. 

Many small cars are limited in terms of ergonomics - not 
the Mazda2 which has an excellent adjustment range for the 
front seats and steering wheel and also unlike many com- 
petitiors doesn’t have the pedals offset. Sit squarely in the 
seat and you don’t have to incline your legs to hit the pedals. 
For your rear seat passengers there’s also no scrambling in 
thanks to its five doors - there is not a two door option. 

There’s an array of active safety systems which you 
don’t normally get at this level, including anti-lock brakes, 
electronic brakeforce distribution, electronic brake assist, 
dynamic stability control, traction control system and emer¬ 
gency stop signalling. You also get hill hold assist and tyre 
pressure monitoring as standard across the entire SE-L 
(90ps & 105ps Diesel), Sport, Sport Nav grades and the 
Sports Launch Edition model get a lane departure warn¬ 
ing system, and smart city brake support - this operates 
between speeds of 2.5 and 18.5mph when it automatically 
applies the brakes if the system detects an imminent fron¬ 
tal impact. Safety kit options include an auto brake function 
blind spot detection, high beam control that automatically 
dips the headlights to avoid blinding oncoming traffic and 
lane departure warning. 

It is also great fun to drive, too, due to its low kerbweight, 
an agile chassis and that range of SKYACTIV engines and 
transmissions. 

My driving experience included just about all types - mo¬ 
torway jaunts, hopping in and out of the traffic in the very 
busy city of Bath and commuting along quiet country roads 
to my office. And I really enjoyed every experience. The 
Mazda2 loves busy streets, has the capability to carry you 
comfortably on long trips and cope with all the luggage re¬ 
turning from a holiday. 

A great package.
